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In Salt Lake City, Utah, December 9th, 
1852, was born the subject of this sketch, 
Among his earliest recollections are those 
of being taught to read and spell by his 
mother. <A love of school seems to have 
heen hereditary with him as the following 
ineidents will show: When an urchin 
of seven years, he was sent to drive the 
', cows off, and on his way home met with 
; Fa school boy under whose guidance’ he 

found and entered the school house, a log 
cabin on Ogden bench. Hence, cows, 
— every thing but school, (to him a new 
world), was entirely forgotten, until found 
by his parents who had Been in search of 
him for hours. 

At an early age the Book of Mormon 
was his principal test- look, and while at 
the fire side he acquired the art of read- 
ing from its pages, he became so influ- 
enced with the spirit of the work that 

it has influenced his whole subsequent 
» career. In 1871, his: educational aspira- 
tions were given a new impetus by at- 
tendance at the Timpanogos University, 
Provo. 

In 1872, a number of young men, pro- 
minent among whom was G. H. Brimhall, 
erected and furnished a school house in 
Spanish Fork, and he was called from his 

studies in Provo by the earnest solicita- 
tions of his associates, to teach in this 
building where he continued to labor 
‘among his educational peers for several 
winters. 

He was elected President of the first 
Mutual Improvement Association in his 
ward, held the. office of President of the 
Elder's Quorum and Superintendent of 
the Sunday School there, when he was 
called to labor as a Stake officer in the 
Sunday School and M. I. A. work in 
which he is now engaged. 

He attended*the B. Y. Academy when 
the entire enrollment was less than that 
of the present Normal Department, and 
he is an appreciative holder of a diploma 
from that institution. 

In 1883, while he was principal of the 
_ public schools at Spanish Fork, he was 
elected County Superintendent of District 
Schools for Utah County; he was re-elect- 
ed in 1885; and engaged to take the spe- 
cial supervision of, and teach in the Dis- 
trict Schools of Provo, where he now la- 
_ bors as principal of the Central School. 
This school, under his principalship, has 
now an enyious reputation, and it is 
- known as a model school, even beyond 
the borders of Utah County.

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TO TEACH IDEAS OF WEIGHT. 


Aim first to develop the ideas of lighter 
and heavier. 

Have balls and cubes of the same ma- 
terial but of different sizes. Let the pu- 
pils compare these and thus learn that 
the larger the object the heavier it is. 


In like manner compare balls and 
cubes of different materials. (1) of 
same size, (2) of different sizes. They 


willthus learn that weight does not de- 
pend upon size. The teacher will then 
harmonize these two conclusions by ex- 
plaining the difference of materials. ° 

Have objects of irregular form and of 
different materials et let the pupils 
compare them. 

SECOND LESSON. 


In this lesson teach the elements of 
specifie gravity. Have a half dozen 
beakers or glass tumblers partially filled 
with water. Place in the water objécts 
both lighter and heavier than water— 
rock, iron, cork, wood, etc., and explain 
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THIRD LESSON, WEIGHING OBJECTS. 
Have a pair of balances or aset of 
scales. Show the pupil some object that 
weighs just an ounce, Let them heft this 
and other objects of about the same 


weight. Weigh a pound object and let 
the pupils lift it. 
Have the pupils approxintate the 


weight of different objects, then weigh 
the object and correct the error.

What called forth Prof. Cluff’s incidental 
instructions to the Juniors a week ago 
yesterday? 

The best teachers seldom speak of order. 
They maintain order by the very magnet- 
iSm of their presenee, 

' Students insensibly partake of the spirit 
of the teacher, hence he should be con- 
scientious and exemplary. 

Last evening the Seniors had a special 
session to make up for Prof. Cluff’s ab- 
sence in Salt Lake during conference. 

Before we can command, we must learn 
to obey strictly; and unless we ourselves 
rigidly observe rules, we cannot long keep 
the students obedient. 

The course in Senior Theory was com- 
pleted last night, and the reading of 
Hmile commences to-day, the books hay- 

_ ing arrived last Friday. 

Last Wednesday quite’ a number of 
students came in to hear the Juniors give 
object lessons. The young teachers were 
quite frightened, but they will no doubt 
overcome this by practice. 

A meeting of the Normals was held last 

/ Thursday, to organize for “Normal Day,” 
which will be celebrated on the last 
~ Thursday afternoon of school. This is 
something new. Officers were elected 
and committees appointed. The Nor- 

mals will perform all the parts and “I 
want it intellectually high” said Prof. 
Cluif. 

A yery thorough course in Theory has 
been given. After the definition of educ- 
ation, the history, with reference to na- 
tions and educators, was considered. The 

_ educational ideals of the Hindoos, the 

Jews, Israelites, Chinese, Egyptians, Ne- 
phites, Greeks and the Romans. were dis- 
cussed. Then the education of the Arabs, 
Italians, Germans, French, Swiss and 

__, English was studied at some length, 
concluding with education in the United 
States. The principles of nearly 30 great 
educators were expounded, a few of the 
educators were the Savior, Moses, Con- 
fucius, Lycurgus, Socrates, Plato, Aristo- 
tle, Quintilian, Charlemagne, Abelard, 
Erasmus, Rabelais, Luther, Ratich, Coni- 
enius, Fenelon, Rousseau, Pestalozzi, 
and Froebel. The characteristics of each 
and the effects their labors have on educa- 
tion were presented to the class in a 
lucid manner. 

The study of systems followed, com- 
_mencing with the old monasteries and 
cathedral schools of early times, then 
tracing the development of the free 
school systems, down through the circuit, 
_tuition—fee, tutor, and public school 
systems. It was shown that the Bell and 
-Laneaster system of instruction did more 
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The pschpol laws__of sm states were 
¢) ned and eriticiged) | In}-éonhéctién 
with thesystems of England, Germany, 
the United States, and other countries, the 
Ghuneh sehoglysystemewas explained. 

The merits of many books of reference was 
spoken of, and also how to use the same. 

The relation of education to parents, 
authorities, teachers, and the state was 
treated at considerable length, showing 
how education effects each. 

Also the qualifications of teachers, and 
the qualifications of the child came in fora 
large share of consideration, The stud- 
ents were shown the value of habit in 
education, and several laws of habit and 
Of association of ideas were given. 

The course dipped into psychology quite 
extensively while the intellectual qualifi- 
cations of the child were being discussed, 
and the relation of psychology to educa- 
tion was explained. 

The next subject was the school house, 
its location, size, equipment, ventilation 
heating, seating, etc., Plans of a model 
school house were drawn. After school 
organization, classification of schools, was 
taken up, aud then the history of Sunday 
schools was studied. The course finished 
up with management of schools, school 
plans and discipline in the school. 

Several lectures were printed in the Hn- 
quirer and the rest on the Mimiograph, 
thus saving seven weeks of time which 
would otherwise have been taken up in 
note-taking,
